All Of Which prompts the Times-News 

■ offer a suggestion, which this newspaper sub- 
mits for the consideration of all concerned, 
and with no thought of attempting to force 
-It upon anyone. 

Wc agree that a youth center would be 
jreat asset to our community. If thcra's any 
city in the country that needs an auditorium 
Ifa Twin Falls. Our gymnasium facilities are 
practically nil with nothing at all to accom- 
modate our adult population. In all of these 
categories wc have little If anything to offer. 

But now that various movements are afoot 
to do something about thLs situation, why 
wouldn't it bo a good Idea to consolidate our 
efforts into something like a little Madison 
Square Garden, for instance? 

Why wouldn't it bo a good idea for the city 
officials, the Chambers of Commerce, thi 
American Legion and representatives from 
the various civic organizations to get together 
and formulate some combined plan for which 
they might pool tholr resource* and efforts 
to accomplish collectively their ■individual 
purposes? 

A combined auditorium, Bymnoalum, youth 
canteY xmd ail related actlyitle»,, JiktIdk th( .

Idaho'a «-year-old senior tmited 
Blute.i Mnator. Is atlll undecided, as of this moment, 
hctlier to fee first male on the rickety political craft

personal conviction, Senator Tnylor probably Is con-

Ip other vavili. FDR'a mnrgln wa.i nearly lhal of 
Sen ft lor Tiiylor'a. 

The aenator must rxin for re-election In IJIO. He 
win not have Franklin Roosevelt on the bollol lo help 
him. In fact, there will be no prcildentlal candidate, 
and the Dcmocrnla are traditionally eironser In prejl- 
denUal ycnni. Should he run with Henry Wallace 
and thereby hnsten Uie hkellhood of a Democratlo 
defeat nationally. Glenn Taylor may find aUong 
punitive measures taken atnlnrl him In the IBM 
Democratlo primaries— especially If Wallace should 
win enough votc.i lo bring about Mr. "mmBn's down- 
fall. 

It ts pcoslblc, of course. tJiat Taylor feels he could 
m with Walhce and illU escape penalty.

Well, tha prices on a commodity 
market rise In normal times If a 
small crop Is forecast and faU If a 
huge crop Is In sight. A trader who 
finds out this Information tn ad- 
vance can thus buy or seU before 
(he price changes and reap a pro- 
fit. When he U dealtog In hundreds 
of thousands of bushels, even a 
slight price change can make him 
big money. 

The outcry over the Jiggled win- 
dowshade led the department o( 
.gricutt.tu'e to put In a foolproof 
ystem 'to assure that no news of 
lis crop ' estimates would leak out 
until they were to bo made public. 

To do this the newly created crop 
reporting board devised "the lock- 
up." This Is a block-long corridor 
In the agriculture building which Is 
sealed oil the momhig monthly es- 
timates of Important national crops 
such as com and wheat are to be 

Ouards are posted outside locked 
doors at each end ot the corridor. 



all wlndowblbd* are locked down, 
and the telephones are disconnected. 
Tlie nlsUsUdsna .then go to work 
assembling the data. No one Is per- 
mitted to leave the "lock-up- unUl 
the report has been complcUd and 
Issued slraultaneously to news re- 
porten wsltlng tn a guarded room. 

Unaware of the restriction, the 
late Arthur U. Hyde, then eecretary 
of agriculture, tried to leave after 
signing his Ilrst departmental crop 
report.

partment say he probably had made

millionaire,"
